„Is it true that you were suffering from a 
private ailment as charged?’’ 

No, it is not true. It is a lie, and itis not 
true that I claimed to be drugged. Sullivan 
whipped me and that is all there is to it, but I 
still think, and iu fact know I can whip 


him.’’ 
MITCHELL TALES. 

Mitchell here said: ‘‘That story about Jake 
being drugged was started to hurt me, They 
claimed he was drugged in the third round. It 
isa lle, for no man who had been drugged 
could have gone on and fought as he did for 
seventy-five rounds. They also claimed! de- 
serted Jake after the fight. Our cars were 
coupled on tothe special train chartered by 
the Associated Press, and they wanted to 
draw the pin and leave us _ behind 
because we had some members for the 
New York press in our car, and the Associated 
Press wanted to beat them in getting the news 
of the fight. l remained on the locomotive to 
preventthem drawing the pin until after we 
got outside of Mississippi,as | was determined 
they should not arrest us. Thatis wh I was 
not back in the coach with Jake. If I had re- 
mained there we would have been cut off. 
Jake is a better man than Sullivan, but was 
whipped simply because he happened to 
have an off duy. It’s ust like 
a race horse. Some davs he is 
better than others. At the end of the seventy. 
tifth round I went to Sullivan and asked him if 
he would give «a couple of thousand dollars to 
be given the fight then, and he relied: ‘Yes, 
certainly.’ He was giad of the chanee to end 
the fight, and was as anxious as anybody to 
huve dune with it, but Charley Johnson 
jumped into the ring and said no they 
wouldn't give a——cent. Ireplied all right, 
and told him we would go on, and that 
they would lose. I never saw a hog that 
didn't loss everything. Then I called Jake 
up and he came, but Donovan had already 
thrown up the sponge and given the fight to 
Sullivan, ‘The latter even tried to talk John- 
son into payiug Kilrain to quit, but Johnson 
was obstinate. If Donovan nad not thrown 
up the sponge so quickly, Kilrain would have 
continued the fight. 
Do you think he had any chance of win» 
ding, and that Donovan made a mistake?’’ 

No, Ido not. Jake could not have won. 
It was an off day with him, and 
be had not the strength left to win. 
At the conclusion of the fight I challenged 
Sullivan. Idid notintendtofight again, but 
I will do so once more to lick that man. I can 
and will whip him. Iwill fight him in this 
country, Europe or anywhere else; of course, 
reserving the right to toss for choice of Dat- 
tie-grounds in whatever country we do fight. 
He has stated to the people here that Iran 
away from him. He knows he ran more than 
I did, avd if we meet again I will show the 
people of America whether I did any run- 
ning.’’ 
PONY MOORE 
remarked that he had challenged Sullivan be- 
fore and after the Kilrain battle to fight 
Mitchell and was willing to back his son-in- 
law against hin for any amount.

sippi road, but the porter said he would pur- 
chase them atthe first place at which they 
stopped. He was given the money to do so at 
the depot, butjustas he was about to leave 
the car the train pulled out, and the party 
started for Cincinnati.

The Sullivan Party Taken at Pistol’s Point 
at Nashville, Tenn. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., July 11.—Wken the 
north-bound Louisville & Nashville train 
pulled intothis city at 10:33 this morning a 
crowd of people surged around the car to see 
John L. Sullivan, who was known to be on 
board, A rumor soon obtained circulation 
that a requisition was in the hands of the 
police, several of whom had boarded the car. 
Some discussion and finally a struggle was 


geen in a car and an officer reached over with 
handcuffs in his hand and, seizing the siug- 
ger’s arm, pulled bim out into the aisle of the 
car. Sullivan resisted. William Muldoon, 
his trainer, who occupied the same seat, put 
his bead out of the window and cried to the 
crowd: Gentlemen, I demand American 
protection.’’

Where Charlie Mitchell Was When He Was 
Accused of Deserting Kilrain. 


Charley Mitchell has beep very generally 
denounced for bis desertion of Kilrain, as he 
had been the one man of all others who had

arations the 
His explanation or defense made to a PosT- 
DISPATCH reporter in an interview above is 
entirely satisfactory and will acquit him in 
the eyes of the sporting fraternity of any lack 
of support in his connection with the defeated 
ugilist. H's statement is that it was not the 
act that the colors of his man were 
trailing in the dust that made him take the 
action which gave the basis for the charge, 
but that he wanted to get that man out of the 
reach of the peace officers of Mississipp!. In 
doing so he stood on the tender of an engine 
engaged to pull out a crowd 
of half a dozen Associated Press 
reporters, and defied the pressmen and train 
employes to pull the coupling-pin and leave 
Kilrain and his friends and a number of spe- 
cial newspaper correspondents behind. 
He accomplished ali he wanted, aud 
Kilrain’s friends now recognize this. 
His statement is also corroborated 
by a highly colored telegram, eulogistic of 
the services of the Associated Press mon, sent 
out from New Orleans. This telegram ex- 
plains that arrangements were made with the 
Superintendent of the Queen & Crescent Route 
for aspecial train, limited to an engine, ten- 
der and one coach, 
THIS TRAIN 
to be in readiness around the bend balf a mile 
from Richburg. As soon as the press men 
were aboard the train was pulled out and 
rushed by the Richburg depot ata rate at 
which it would be impossible’ for 
anyone to board it. The train 
di start at 1 p. m., and attained 
a speed of thirty-five miles an hour, but at 
Richburg it was flagged. Tlie engineer 
stopped, and before they knew what was going 
on the coach had been boarded by an 
angry mob of obugilists anxious to get 
out of the State, and by a number 
of newspaper correspondents, each anxious 
to get the news of the fight to his paper. Then 
two other coaches were pushed up and 
coupled on. Then a move was made to utilize 
the tender, put press men on it, uncouple the 
other cars and pull out. Here was where 
Mitchell wason band. A man described as a 
Denver tough was also there, and he 
is said to have pulled a revolver and threat- 
ened to shootany man who attempted to pull 
a pin. The pin was not pulled. A truce was 
patched up with Mitchell, in which he en- 
forced all of his demands to have bis principal 
and party pulled out of the State. 
Then thetraip moved out, and getting ona 
good head of steam the engine stopped for 
nothing. The engineer's orders were to 
STOP FOR NOTHING, 

and hedidn’t. After crossing the Louisiana 
line Mississippi troops were discov- 
ered ahead onthe track, with stacked 
arms. Apparently there was nothing to do 
putto pull up. But that wasn’t orders, and 
pulling wide the throttle the engineer let 
events take care of themselves. The 
Adjutant-General was there in a side-tracked 
car, and the soldiers leveled their guns, but 
it made no difference. On sped the train and 
out of reach of the Mississippi officers Kilrain 
and Mitchell and their party were pulled 
as rapidly as possible. Crossing Lake Pon- 
chartrain the train was flagged for the 
Cincinnati express. Here the tender was un- 
coupled and the press men were pulled into 
New Orleans bailf an hour ahead of the 
coaches, the engine haying to return for the 
latter. 


ANOTHER INTERESTING POINT 

in connection with this, and which is not 
given in the New Orleans dispatch, was the 
arrangements made for the train dy A. C. 
Thomas, representing the Associated Press. 
He was to pay the Queen and Crescent $1,200 for 
the engine, tenderand one coach. Arriving 
at New Orleans after all this truble and hav- 
ing hauled two extra coaches, Mr. Thomas 
telegraphed Wm. — gg | Smith, General Man- 
ager ofthe Associated Press, not to pay the 
bill. The Queen & Crescent demands payment 
and now an interesting suit over the $1,200 is 
promised. 


Tom Kelly on the Fight. 


Tom Kelly, who returned from the fight 
last night, in discussing it to-day remarked: 
‘*Both men were disappointments to me in 
their fighting. That battle hung in the bal- 


ance for a long time, and it was not until the 
close that it became evident which would 
win. Sullivan appearedto meto be entirely 
too fat. He weighed twenty-five or thirty 
pounds more than he should, and Kilrain did 
not have the appearance of a man in prime 
condition, It was no such walkover as people 
generally imagine. Whenit takes one man 
over two hours to assert his superiority over 
another thetwo are pretty evenly matched, 
and those whodeclare they were not are 
merely detracting from Sullivan’s merits, for 
if he was so much Kilrain’ssuperior he should 
have defeated him long inside of that time. 

But it is said that Kilrain kept dropping to 
avoid punisbmeant?’’ 

That is true. He fell constantly to avoid 
punishment, and if I had been referee I should 
have either awarded the fight to Suilivan 
on that account or should have warned Kilrain 
that he would haveto change his tactics and 
stand up and fight according to rules or have 
the fight given against him. Kilrain only 
dropped once, that I could see, when he was 
not hit, but hekept falling to avoid punish- 
ment under very suspicious  circuam- 
stances. The rules do not permit 
a man to go down to save himself 
un.ess he is fighting at very close quarters, 
but Kilrain would drop on a light tap when 
they were not at close quarters and when it 
was evident to everybody that be had not 
beep knocked down, but merely fell to avoid 
punishment. Heis notthe man be was puffed 
up to me to be, and Sullivan is nothing like 
the man he was when he fought Paddy Ryan. 
He has not the development at all he then 
pat Why, if he was the same man as then,

such fighters as Kilrain. He must have the 
constitution and endurance of a mule—in fact 
of two mules—to stand up as he did in that hot 
sun and fight for over two hours and remain 
as strong ashe was. Toward the close he 
clearly demonstrated his superiority over 
Kilrain, but until near that time the fight 
was 20 uncertain that after it 
was haif over Mike Donovan, one of 
Kilrain’s seconds, bet $100 even on his man, 
and Donovan knows sometbing about fights 
and fighters. When Kilraip began his retreat- 
ing and dropping tactics it was generally sup- 
3 he wanted to wind Sullivan, but though 
he latter was high in flesh he displayed most 
remarkable endurance. There was little dit. 
ference between the punishment received by 
the two men, but Sullivan was tbe 
more powerful and had the con- 
stitution and endurance and was able to 
stand the punishment better. In the first 
round Kilrain made a pass at Sullivan, 
ducked and grabbéd hold of him and then 
threw him. It was all done ina few moments. 
Sullivan afterward taught him, however, that 
he could not do that with him very often and 
there was little oe done after the first 
few rounds. Sullivan is the stronger man, 
and by sheer 9 and force can out- 
wrestie Kilrain, aud did. There was

and Sullivan proved the more effective in his 
hitting. Kilrain did more getting away and 
fancy business, but that did not amount to 
anything. Although I do not think Sullivan 
is anything like the man he was when he 
fought Ryan, ido not know any fighter of 
the present day who can whip him.’’

WASHINGTON NEWS. 


A Silly Story About Special Agent McBride 
—The Cattle Quarantine.

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 11.—The exten- 
sive report ofa morning dally in St. Louis, 
wherein Cornelius McBride, special agent of 
the Interior Department, is reported to have 
engendsred the ul will of the Adminstration 
and resigned as a result, is not a statement of 
facts. Noill will existson the part of the 
agent or his superiors. On the other nand he 
is held in high esteem as a worthy official. He 
has not tendered his resignation and at 
this time does not intend to do so. When ho 
does the act will be prompted by a desire to 
return to his legal practice. The Post-DIs- 
PATCH correspondent informed Mr. McBride 
of the story that had been sent from here to 
the morning paper mentioned, and he was 
as much overcome by it as some men are by 
the heat nowadays. The item places him in a 
somewhat embarrassing situation and 
will no doubt require an explana- 
tion to the Secretary. At some 
time in the near future he may accept a part- 
nership at law, which, in his estimation, will 
benefit bim, as at first stated in these dis- 
patches. Geo. McKean of Kansas City is bere 
to accept a place in Gen. Shieids’ office. He 
wanted to be appointed a special examiner 
in the Pension Office ut when he 
informed Acting Commissioner Smith that he 
had not been a soldier in the late war, Capt. 
Smith thought it but proper under the law 
and in principle to ask him to step aside in 
favor of some competent soldier.

The Persian Minister’s Withdrawal.

inthis country. It has been snggested to 
them that this ought to be done in order that 
America and American interests in Persia 
may not suffer in consequence of the Minis- 
ter’s refusal to serve longer in a country 
which he claims has insulted his sovereign. 
The officiais of the department of State say 
that the Minister has made no complaint to 
them, and that if he had the best they could 
do would be to write hima letter disavowing 
any sympathy or connection with the un- 
leasant newspaper criticisms of the Shah. 
nasmuce, however, as the Minister has 
taken no official cognizance of the matter 
the department can do no less than ignore it 
also.

WASHINGTON, D. O., July II.- Some days 
ago the State officials of New Jersey notified 
Secretary Rusk of their intention to raise the 
quarantine against pleuro-paeumonia. To 
this the Secretary to-day made a vigorous

the disease, which is now confined to the ter- 
ritory in, the immediate vicinity of Jersey 
City. In case the local quarantine is raised, 
however, the Secretary gives notice that he 
willat once establish and enforce National 
regulations to effect the desired end.

The view that the court takes of 
this matter, gentiemen, after an examination 
ofthe authorities, is this: I am clearly of the 
opinion that the advertisement in this 
case by the Supply Committee of the board 
was notin conformity with ibe rule of the 
board, and I am also clear that, under tha 
terms ofthat advertisement, the committee 
would have no right to take tnto consideration 
the question ofthe quality of the coal, be- 
cause, if they intended totake that into con- 
sideration in determining the award, 
should have 80 stuted in 
advertisement. I am also clear that the 
meeting ofthe School Board at which this 
award was confirmed by the board was not 
legally called. My view of that is that rule 
No. 101 is a lawful rule, but that they did not 
comply with that rule; that when a rule or 
statute requires notice to be served it means 
an actual notice served uponthe parties for 
the length ot time required bythe rule or 
Statute. And in this case, the meeting being 
calied for the 28th of June, and the allegation 
ot the bill being that none of the notices 
which were mailed were actually received by 
any of the directors of the defendant corpo- 
ration until after the 25th of June, it is clear 
that there was not three days’ notice. 

But Ido not think, gentlemen, that that 
determines this case—the matter actually in- 
tended to be raised here, I think, under the 
charter of the Schoo! Board, the board has the 
power to make contracts independent of its 
Supply Committee—wholly independent of 
them. I think that rule 63 and rule 62, and the 
other rules which control the action of the 


committee are intended to control and 
regulate the action of that committee 
itself, but does not preclude the School 


Board from making any contract in any 
manner it chooses to make a contract. I 
think it is competent for this board at the 
present or at any time to make acontract with 
reference tothe purchase of supplies wholly 
independent ofany action of the committee 
and, therefore, I consider that these different 
rules which prescribe what shall be done 
by the Committee of Supplies are not 
final and conclusive upon the board itself, and 
as the board in its charter has the clear power 
to make a contract for the purchase of coal 
from any person that it chooses to make the 
contract with, the board ought not to be en- 
joined from entering into any particular con- 
tract.’’ 

The court added that the propriety of the 
board entering into a contract without giving 
fait opportunity for bids was a matter for the 
board to consider. The court could not in- 
terfere.

A NEW MECHANICS’ EXCHANGE, 


Bright Prospects of Ore Being Erected— 
Steps Being Taken Toward That End. 


The passage by the Mechanics’ Exchange 
Tuesday of an amendment to increase the 
initiation feefrom $5to $100, the increase to 
begin after February 1, 1889, was the inaugur- 
ation of a movement, the ultimate object of 
whichis the erection of a Mechanics’ Ex- 
change which willbe a credit to the city. 
President Rutter is young, energetic and ad- 
vanced in his ideas about what St. Louis 


ought to have in the way of a Me- 
chanics’ Exchange, and 
time of his installation as 
dent of the Exchange, he has been 
agitating the erection of a better building and 
of placing the Exchange on a more solid foot- 
ing. Atthe present time the Exchange is lo- 
cated in a room in the Masonic building, and 
though flourishing has not the influence in 
the business worid which it would have if lo- 
cated in a building owned by the association. 
President Rutter’s idea is to make the Me- 
chanics’ Exchange to mechanics what the 
Merchants’ Exchange is to merchants. He 
thinks that this can be done if the 
same proportion of mechanics would join 
the Exchange, asthereis merchants belong- 
ing to the Merchants’ Exchange. To increase 
the membership was naturally therefore the 
first effortto be made. There are hundreds 
of mechanics in the city who have never 
joined or do not now belong to the Exchange 
and manyeven of those who are members 


have practiced the custom of drop- 
ping out annually about the time 
for the payment of dues. They did 
this because the initiation fee as 80 


small that it was cheaper to drop out in this. 
manner and then join again when they felt so 
inclined, and found it to their interests. This 
sort of business was naturally an obstacle to 
the success of the Exchange. A membership 
was not considered of any value. The best 
way to put a value on -a r Presi- 
dent Rutter and the Board of irectors 
thought therefore, would be to raise the 
inlatlon fee to such asuin that it would not 
pay any one to drop out because of a delin- 
quency in his dues. It was decided that $100 
would be the right amount to which the 
fee should be raised. In order 
however that all mechanics who wished to 
join the Exchange might have an opportunity 
of doing so if they wished at the low initiation 
fee of $5 it was decided to make the amend- 
ment read that the increase would take effect 
on January 1,1890. This was afterward changed 
to February 1,1890 for the reason that the an- 

nual election which occurs in January al- 

ways arouses an interest inthe Exchange and 
it was thought that a great many who might 
neglect to do so before might decide to join in 
that month. 

In case President Rutter and the Board of 
Directors should succeed in carrying out their 
ideas fully, and there is every reason to be- 
lieve that they will, a membership inthe Ex- 
change will be worthagreat deal to a me- 
chanic and it would be well, therefore, for 
none to let the 9 of joining for $5 
slip by them. onsiderably over 100 new 
members have been added to the rolls since 
the amendment was first proposed.

|STANDARD OIL PURCHASE 


FOUR MILLION DOLLARS PAID FOR THE. 
VACUUM OIL CO. 


The Old Monopoly Undertakes to Continue 
the Payment of Large Salaries—Com- 
panies Now in the Oil Trust—Those 
Doing Business in St. Louis—Further Ac- 
quisitions Expected Soon. 


T IS an old thing for 
the Standard Oil Co. to 
buy up or crowd to the 
wall small oll refining 
companies, but it is 
not often that it secures 
anything of any magni- 
tude. Just now, how- 
ever, a $4,000,000 pur- 
chase is reported, the 
property being that of the Vacuum Oil Co., 
with branches in all of the large cities in the 
country, the principal one in New York and a 
large establishment in London and Liverpool, 
England, where its agent is the house of M. M. 
Chase. The conditions of the sale cannot be 
learned, though itis known that the Vacuum 
Co.’s books have been turned over to Auditor 
Clark of the Standard Co., and that the price 
paid aggregated $4,000,000. The sale also 


keeps nominally in office Mr. Hiram 
Everest, Presidént of the Vacuum, 
residing in San Francisco, and Mr. Chas. 


Hiram Everest, Vice-President and Treasurer, 
located at Rochester, N. Y., who also retains 
his official title and salary, under a nominal 
separate maintenance of the Vacuum organi- 
zation. President Everest hae asalary in ex- 
cess of $50,000 a year, which he is to continue 
to draw, and Vice-President Everest receives 
$28,000a year. When the work of adjusting 
accounts, which is now in progress, is com- 
pleted, the duties of the officers will,however, 
be practically limited to drawing salaries. 
THE EFFECT OF THE SALE 

will be to more firmly cement the oil interests 
of the country. There is already what is 
known as the oil trust combining four compa- 
nies, the principal object of which 
is said to be to insure harmonious workings, 
though it is also stated that the 
profit and loss sheets of each of the sep- 
arate companies gotothe Standard Co., and 
that by this means there isa general division 
of profits. These four companies are the 
Standard, Union, Vacuum and International. 
The purchase of the Vacuum, however, cuts 
the number down to three, really, as it takes 
it completely into the inside combination. It 
had, also, before this transaction, in effect 
cut loose from all combination ties, and gave 
promise of establishing itself as an out and 
out competitor, the same as the Western Oil 
Co., which is now the only strictly independ- 
ent one inthe field. The Union and Inter- 
mational are both very strong companies, 
and though they are now knovn 
by oll interests to be in harmony 
with the Standard, they have both had some 
very lively brushes with the old monopoly. 
This sale at this time leaves 

THREE COMPANIES IN 8T. LOUIS, 
the Waters-Pierce or the Standard, the Inter- 
national and the Western. The International 
has made a good part of its fight here and has 
large yards between Eighteenth and Nine- 
teenth streets and Clark avenue and Poplar 
street. It is now credited with having a 
larger local business than the Waters- Pierce, 
which has the advantage having been in 
the field much longer, and ail the shipping 
facilities of the Standard company. T 
Western Oil Co. is also very strong here, 
though it has had to makea very hard fight 
and has been opposed in every way 
known to the Standard people, even 
to a sharp reduction in prices. 
It, however, has succeeded in establishing a 
very good trade, and now runs thirty-two 
wagons in supplying local patrons. The 
Vacuum, the one which has sold and trans- 
ferred its interests to the Standard, has never 
provided itself with a complete plant here, as 
in the amount of competition in St. Louis it 
was recognized that it was only a question of 
time until some one would be run out, and it a 
regular consolidation was to be made it could 
be done on as advantageous terms without a 
complete plantas with one. 
THERE IS CONSIDERABLE DOUBT 
asto whether the Standard will be able to 
make any more purchases. In keeping with 
the rules of secrecy on which the mo- 
nopoly has been followed up, and which 
have to a great extent been tollowed by its 
rivals, those who have the inside facts as to 
negotiations will not discuss them. It is said 
by others, who have very good means of be- 
coming acquainted with what is going on, 
that the Standard is determined to have the 
International and Union Cos. by direct pur- 
chase, as a management under that would be 
much more absolute than a mere arrange- 
ment for harmonious relations. Then an ef- 
fort will be made to bring the Western into 
line, and if this cannot be done the combina- 
tion willemploy its oid tactics and endeavor 
to crowd it to the wall. The International and 
Western are both understood to have come to 
stay, and they are both credited with being 
sufficiently strong to hold their own in any 
kind of a fight that may be made.

The Merchants’ Terminal Co. Feels That a 
Second Track Will Be Necessary. 


To-morrow ¢yening the City Council will 
consider the reports of the Railroad Com- 
mittee on the application of the Merchants’ 
Bridge Terminal Co. for a second track on 
Main street, from Biddieto Florida streets, 
One report favors the grant, the other is op- 
posed to it. At present the company 
is authorized to build a single track there. At 
all other places the Terminal has a double 
track. This strip of single track will simply 

rove a stricture on traffic which will render 
he double tracks above and below of little 
more service than a single track. There 
will, if only a single track is laid, be a 
gorge at Biddle and at Florida streets. 
The Merchants’ Company has carried out 
every suggestion ofthe Board of Public Im- 
provements and. even proposed to con- 
struct a Costly track to preserve the utility of 
the street. The company offers to put down 
a six-inch rail, Which can easily be paved to, 
with a surface 80 as to barely accommodate 
the flange of the wheels. As the track is not 
‘of the width of vehicles more than one 
wheel will not fall into the = at one 
time and consequently there will be very little 
interference with teaming even if two tracks 
are placed on the street. The argument is 
made by the applicants that the requests of 
this company are not to be regarded as appli- 
cations for exclusive privileges. The original 
franchise makes the Merchants’ tracks 
a highway into the city and to 
limit the road to one track for the 
distance specified when it must be used 
by several companies is to insure a clogging 
up of business. The company has made a 
suggestion which has found favor with the 
property holders and which disposes of the 
objections based on the narrowness of the 


street.. Itis to pave Main street from Florida 
to Biddle with granite from build- 
ing line to building line. There 
is probably no stretch of street in 


the city where there is less use for 12-foot side- 
walks than along the street described. Even 
now, while the sidewalks are maintained they 
are utilized at some points exclusively for 
shipping and receiying by team. By paving 
the whole street with granite ample room will 
be left for teaming and for a double track, the 
only two purposes for which the street is used.

LIEUT. BOUGHTON’S CORRECTION. 


He Writes That the Verdict of the Court- 
Martial Was Not Rightly Quoted. 


Mr. William O. Marshall, who represented 
Sergt. Weber at his trial, received the follow- 
ing letter this morning from Lieut. D. H. 
Boughton, the Judge Advocate of the court: 

JEFFERSON BARRACKS, Mo., July 18, 1889. 
My Dear Mr. Marshali: 

From yesterday’s PoOsT- DISPATCH I see there 
has been some misinformation in regard to 
the finding in Sergt. Weber’s case. 

This finding was: : 

Of the first charge and its accompanying 
specification covering disobedience, ‘‘guiity.’’ 

Of the second charge and its specifications 
alleging disrespeet, etc, ,‘‘not guilty.’’ 

The sentence is as stated. Very truly yours, 

D. H. BOUGHTON. 

In speaking of the letter, Mr. Marshall said: 
In answer to it I shail say to Lieut. Boughton 
that the strictures passed on the verdict were 
based upon the information we received from 
Washington; and since that was wrong, why, 
ofcourse, I desire to withdraw what I have 
said. Still, I think the verdict is peculiar. 
The court has evidently disregarded the or- 
ders of Gen. Greely, which placed Sergt. 
Weber in command. Those orders are plain, 
and under them Sergt. Weber is not guilty of 
disobedience if he ignores the orders of Lieut. 
Watkins. The specification to the first charge 
is that he failed to vacate a seat at the desk, 
although ordered to do so three times. The first 
specification to the second charge is that he 
failed to vacate the seat until ordered twice to 
doso. Both specifications refer to the same 
act, but the latter indirectly admits that Sergt. 
Weber ultimately obeyed the order to vacate 
the seat, and since he ultimately obeyed he is 
net guilty of disobedience of orders. A soidier 
is not guilty of disobedience if he obeys at all. 
If he hesitates and obeys reluctantly he may 
be punished for that, but having obeyed in the 
end he is innocent of the charge of disobe- 
dience. Besides, it was stated by Sergt. 
Weber in his testimony that he did 
not understand that Lieut. Watkins meant 
for him to vacate immediately, and Lieut. 
Watkins admitted that he did not intend 
Sergt. Weber to leave instantly. If the court 
had found Sergt. Weber gulltv of the first 
specification of the second charge I might 
understand it, but I do not see now in 
view of the facts that he did ultimately obey 
the order; that his orders from Gen. Greely 
placed bim in charge, and that Lieut. Watkins 
plainly stated in his testimony that he did not 
consider that Sergt. Weber’s failure to vacate 
the seat was intended for disobedience, the 
court can still find him guilty of disobedience 
of orders.

THE PRESS AND THE MONEY POWER. 

The Money Power in politics has pro- 
vided all of its lackeys and organs in both 
parties witha new campaign cry. They 
are saying that the proprietor of the New 
Yerk WoxrLp and St. Louis Post-Dispatcu 
is the richest newspaper man in the United 
States, and that while he is waging war 
upon wealth he is doing his best to in- 
crease his riches. 

If making war upon wealth has won for 
him the largest newspaper circulation 
and made him in a very few years the 
richest newspaper man in the United 
States, it follows that making war upon 
wealth must be at once the most popular 
and profitable thing a newspaper 
can do. Is it not strange, if this be true, 
that no other newspaper man has entered 
a field so remunerative and so open to all 
comers? 

But the people of this country have no 
use for a newspaper which makes war 
upon wealth. They are trying to get all 
they can and keep all they have, and for 
that very reason are quick to distinguish 
between a mere sans culotteé war upon 
wealth or wealthy men, and an honest, 
steadfast opposition to the control of our 
political parties by a predatory plutocracy, 
organized to run both parties for private, 
not for public ends. 

So many leading newspapers and poli- 
ticians were out of touch with the people 
on this subject—so many were dazzled 
with the ‘‘statesmanship’’ of our rich 
politicians and corporation magnates on 
both sides of the fence—so many had bent 
their knees to the Golden Calf of Cor- 
ruption in politics and party manage- 
ment and were obviously serving 
the Brices, Huntingtons and Stan- 
fords rather than the people that 
not one clear ringing voice on the side of 
the latter had been heard from press or 
forum for a long time, and the manage- 
ment of all our public affairs was visibly 
passing more and more intothe hands of 
a few millionaires who make a business of 
politics and make politics a most lucrative 
business. 

The wonderful success of the first news- 
paper man who preferred the support of 
the people to the favor and influence 
of the plutocrats was gained simply by 
voicing popular ideas and sentiments 
upon a matter of pressing moment, a 
question of vital interest to the country. 
The popular response only proves that the 
richest, the most powerful and the most 
liberal client any newspaper or public 
man can have in this country is the great 
mass of common people whose names 
are seen only on poll-books and news- 
paper subscription lists. 


Ir will be noted as remarkable that two 
cities named Johnstown should have been 
visited by flood disasters within a brief 
period of time. But there is no room for 
superstition in the fact. All that can be 
made of it is that both places were unfor- 
tunately situated so as to be liable to dis- 
aster, and the proper precautions were not 
taken by the residents to guard against 
it.

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ARMING WOMEN AND PLACING THEM IN 
THE RANKS, | 


The General’s Position Said te Be Streng er 
Than Reperted—Defensive Prepara- 
tions Against Gen. Hippelyte—Cases of 
Yellow Fever—The United States to Con- 
duct Proceedings for a Compromise. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Digratcn. 

New Tonk, July 11.—The Tunes correspon- 
dent at Port-au-Prince, under date of June 
29, sends the following in regard to Hay- 
tien affairs: 

Matters are goingtoan extreme in Hayti, 
for Legitimeis arming women and placing 
them in the ranke. He ia resorting to every- 
thing possible to strengthen his position, 
which is far stronger than currently reported. 
The Kearsarge had arough passage south, 
but managed throughoutto keep great gun 
drills ana small arm practice going. The Cor- 
vette first made Cape Haytien in the Prov ince 
of the North. From this place she proceeded to 
Port-au-Prince to observe Legitime’s doings. 
On arriving at that place all the Haytien flags, 
as well as the fereign flags present, were 
found to be at half-mast in respect to the 
memory of Legitime’s mother-in-law whe had 
died the day previous. The only Haytien 
man-of-war in port was the Dessalines. In 
the city everything was found to be quiet. 
One- half of the garrison was found to be con- 
stantly in arms, with the other baif always 
ready to seize their weapons and fall in. Few 
of Legitime’s troops were observed in com- 
plete uniform, but all had some mark to show 
their calling. In some cases it was a cap with 
ared band; again, au electric blue or gray 
coat, or, perhaps a striped pair of trousers of 
any color. The garrison at Port-au-Prince is 
quartered throughout the city ins large 
bulidings, no tents being provided.

All the available 
male population appears to be doing service, 
and in consequence the home work is almost 
entirely neglected. Hippolyte, on the con- 
trary, is leaving at home as many of the mon 
as be can possibly spare and in this way as- 
sures the continuance of work on the farms 
andinthetowns. Tue result is they have a 
tar better base of supply than Legitime’s and 
are well fed. The women serving in the 
ranks of Legitime’s troops can fread- 
ily de picked out by a close ob- 
server, as their faces do not ssess the 
hardened features of men. be women 
are known to the officers and to 


most of the troops and are shown sonsidera- 
ble attention by their comrades. They dress 
in male attire, and appear to stand the hard- 
ships well. They are said to be all young 
iris, and many of them mistresses of the sol- 
lere, The defeat of Hippolyte appears to be 
out of the question. All of bis troops are be- 
tween the ages of 18 and %, which leaves a 
most efficient lot of men at home to Carry on 
the oupplyiag ofthe army. lu making up his 
forces, Hippolyte had decreed that the unmar- 
ried nen shall be taken first, then the married 
men without children, and so on to those hav- 
ing the largest families according to the con- 
tingency of the service’s demands. 
LEGITIME’S AOTIVITY.

THE MERCHANTS’ BRIDGE WORK. 


Completion of the East Side Pier—Work on 
the Center Ones to Be Pushed. 


It is expected that the caisson work on the 
east side pier of the Merchants’ Bridge will be 
completed to-day. It should have been 
finished a couple of days ago, but a number of 
boulders and hard gravel and sand was 
struck, and instead of making two feet a day 
an average of six to eight inches was regarded 
as very satisfactory. The water is now fall- 


ing, and though three feet lower is desired it 
is expected that the caissons can be launched 
early next week and work then commenced 
on the inside. Speaking of this to-day Prest- 
dent Cobb said the center piers would be com- 
pleted iu three or four weeks after the caissons 
are launched. It is expected that the 
work will be much easier there than 
on the shore piers, as on doth 
sides of the river obstacles have been en- 
countered which were due fto other 
than natural causes. In the center it is 
ob ag also that they will not have to go 

elow forty feet in depth, and that the bot- 
tom will be free from boulders. If this is the 
case the pliers will both be above possible 
higb water by the time the rise comes. ia 
the meantime the work of erecting the super 
structure will be pushed. It was expected 
that the work on the east side pier would 
develop some caisson fever, but of this Presi- 
dent Cobb says there is still no in- 
dication, and further dan er from it is not 
anticipated. It is considered as quite -re- 
markable that the work has gone along as far 
as it has without developing more sickness. 
The one death that has occurred was due to 
jilmess contracted before the victim came 
here. The absence of more general complaint 
is believed to be owing entirely to the two 
large alr pumps in use. Generally only one 
is used, but in the work here two are em- 
employed, air-force belug used instead of 
pumps to throw out sand and water. With 
this the gravel is thrown a distance of W to 
100 feet. 


AFTER KENTUCKY TOBACCO. 


St. Louis Ageuts Report a Very Encouraging 
Outleek for Next Season. 


Mr. Chas. Dormitzer bas just returned from 
an extensive trip turough Kentucky, taken in 
following up the work began at the meetings 
of the St. Louis tobacco warehousenien and 
manufacturers. Since the meétings the ware- 


housemen have all distributed the circulars 
arranged by the committee to call attention to 
the advantages of this point, and endeavor to 
inérease its importance asa tobacco market 
und they have in addition bad circulars of 
their own arranged to send out with the joint 
one. Mr. Dormitzer had the advantage of all 
this, and when he arrived in Kentucky he 
found that the people interested hada very 
fair idea of what was being done here, aud 
regarded it ew f favorably. Some had 
already shippe nere as a_ result 
of the ciréular, and others intended doing so, 
so that there will bea fair result on this season. 
The majority of the planters, however, said 
they were bound up with Louisville on this 
— in such a manner that they could do 
nothing. The advances made by Louisville, 
either directly before the crop was planted or 
on mortgages on barns and other buildings 
ter the crop was made, have been very 
eavy, and insure the bulk of the crop to that 
market.

A VERY COSTLY COLLAPSE! 


— — 


SECTIONS OF THREE FLOORS OF TRE OLD 
POST-OFFICE FALL THROUGH. 


Fortunate but Badly Frightened Work- 
men Effect Their Escape From the Build- 
ing—The Third Accident of the Kind— 
A Weak Brick Pier Supposed te Be the 


old Post-office build- 

ing atthe southeast 

corner of Third and 

Olive streets had just 

donned their over- 

alls a few minutes 

before 8 o’clock this 

morning when there 

was a crash and 

rumble near the 

northeast corner ot 

the building, fol- 

— lowed a second later 

by a second report, then by a third. The 

frightened workmen on the different floors 

scampered to the staircase and made descents 

more agile and burried than graceful. Great 

clouds of mortar dust rolled forward over 

each tier, enveloping the posts 

and Pillars, blotting out the 

light of day at the casements 

and enveloping the last of the fleeing work- 

men. There was a great jar, whiehshook the 

floors, followed by a falling of tardy tiles 

which had not gone down with the first crash. 

Then from out of the white clouds on the first 

floor came the grating sounds of settling de- 

bris, the crunching of earthen tiles beneath 

weighty iron girders, the snapping of scant- 

lings and the more ominous warning of heav- 

ier timbers breaking under the mountain of 

building material, as it composed itself on the 

floor just above the basement. The workmen 

ran to the Third street side of the building, and 

as they reached the daylight, after a race 

out of the dusty and dangerous precincts, the 

gratitude at their narrow escapes was out- 

spoken. One plasterer’s helper, who gained 

the stone stepsin safety, having run froma 

point near the place where the accident oc- 

curred,threw away his quid of tobacco and re- 
turned a reverent ‘‘Thanks be to God.“ 

When the great crash came, a mule used for 

hoisting building material from the basement 


to the upper floorsthrough an elevator shaft 
to the south of the new and unplanned 
opening was 4 near the hoist- 
ing coll. When it was found that 
NO HUMAN LIFE 

had been lost or injury sustained, attention 
was turned to the patient helper in the base- 
ment. Just about over where he stood in the 

erformance of his work some of the debris, 

hrown out of line in the fall, had caved intwo 
brick arches forming the ceiling of the base- 
ment and the flooring ofthe first story. When 
toe exploring party proceeded to the base- 
ment they found that the mule bad withdrawn 
himself from the viciaity of the danger and 
was perfectly safe. 

W hen the clouds of dust cleared away the 
daylight entering atthe windows in the story 
lately built onthe top of the old structure 
streamed down through the jagged shaft ex- 
tending from the fourth floor te the first. An 
L-shaped section of the fourth floor, extend- 
ing south from the north wall and east ta the 
east wallonthe alley side, had given way, 
and when precipitated carried similar sections 
between the same supporting columns on the 
second and third floors to the first floor under 
its crushing weight. A quadrangular section 
of the fourth floor, about 25x25, in the corner 
between the north and east walls was not 
drawn down by the sagging of the 
two adjoining sections and protected tne 
corresponding sections on the other floors. 
The debris on the first floor was piled up 
almost to the level of the ceiling. The north- 
ern part of the foors were apparently the first 
to fall, as the mass was 

HEAPED AGAINST THE NORTHERN WALL 
and choked the windows, from which the 
windows‘and frames had been forced. Heavy 
iron girders falling from the top floor bad 
Caused huge scars io the northern wall. 

Mr. Peter J. McGrath, son of Mr. Patrick 
McGrath, who has the plastering contract, and 
for whom be is acting foreman, bad a narrow 
escape. He was in the basement 1 to 
put on his working clothes when the crash 
came. He harried out in time to escape ail 
damage. 

Before the arrival of Mr. J. H. Keefe, the 
builder, or Architect McNamara, it was de- 
cided that other portions of the building were 
not safe and all persons were accordingly or- 
dered off the premises. The iron posts on the 
edge of the shaft were apparently very 
insecure, and one of these on the third floor 
had done down with the mass, leaving a sec- 
tion of the fourth floor dependent on the ad- 
joining uprights for support. 

All work on the building was suspended 
after the accident, which of course will ne- 
cessitate an investiyation by agents ef the 
Government. Aside from this fact it was 
deemed dangerous to prosecute any work 
in that portion of the building. It 
is as yet difficult to make an 
estimate of the amount of dam done, but 
it wille probably amount to about $30,000. 
Upon whom this loss will fall is a question. 
Mr. J. H. McNamara is the resident superin- 
tendent and architect. This morning he went 
ons to Normandy before he learned of the ao- 

ent. 

Mr. J. H. Keefe, who is under bond to com- 
plete the work and who bas sublet the ron 
and plastering and other contracts, is the 
builder. Mr. Keefe was at the building this 
morning, but said be did not wish to enter 
into any detailed explanation of the 
Causes of the accident, as it would 
be the subject of an investigation 
of an important character to the parties in- 
terested later. He stated, however, thatthe 
accident had not occurred Ip the part of the 
bulldmg where he was prosecuting the work 
and that he bad made no openings or altera- 
tions which could have caused the Weakness. 
He stated, as significant and as éxplaining the 
nature of the collapsé, that one of the brick 
piers in the sub basement under the debris 
was 


CRUSHED TO DUST. 

An examination of the Iron work, whieh has 
been let to Scherpe & Koken, showed no de- 
fect in the columns or girders. 

This is the third collapse that has taken 

lace in the interior of the old Post-oftice 

ullding since the removal of the department 
to the new Government building at Ninth and 
Olive streets. Shortly after the vaca- 
tion, while the building was weed 
for the storage of some bon 
sugar and wines a portion of the second floo 
ave way.

STATE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


Report of the Secretary Submitted at the 
Semi-Annual Meeting Held To-Day. 
Be Telegravh to the Post-Drseater. 

JuPrrensox Cirr, Mo., July 11.—At the meet 
ing of the State Board of H held to-day 
the report of the Secretary, Dr. Geo. Homan, 
for the first six months was submitted and 


In ward to public matters the report men- 
tions the failure of the General Assembly to 
provide legislation to secure the formation of 


local Boards of Health throughout the State, 
as was recommended by the board during the 
session, a draft of a bil) for such purpose hav. 
ing been ad last cember at the con- 
vention of local health officers held in St. 
uis. Some of the consequences of such 
neglect and failure were seen last winter and 
spring in the spread of smallpox and other 
erous diseases in different parts of the 
State; and the confusion, fear and loss which 
accompanied such outbreaks is commented 
e subject is dismiseed in the follow. 
ing words: It is to be hoped that another 
Legisiature will consider the subject of Stace 
orgafization for public bealth purposes in 
the light its importance demands, in order 
that Missouri may stand on the same plane in 
sanitary affair@astnat now occupi by 80 
many of its neighbors.’’ 

The beneficial results of the quarantine con- 
ference held different States last March at 
Montgom la., to devise measures and 

erfect methods for the prevention of yellow 
ever are noticable as showing the value of 
co-operative work between States for public 
health objects. 

The dangers to the public from the careless 
or promiscuous transportation by raliof the 
bodies of persons dead of communicable 
disease is mentioned, with notice of the efforts 
of State boaras of health, aided by the au- 
thorities of all the principal railway lines, to 
so regulate such transportation that the dan- 
ger from this direction will de reduced to the 
minimun.. 

In regard to medical practice the report 
states that licenses were issued to 252 physi- 
cians on diplomas of recognized schools, and 
to sixteen midwives. 

During the four years ending on July 2—the 
period covered by the present board—1, 14! 
physicians have been given certificates to 
practice on diplomas and 154 midwives, a tota! 
of 1,295, this constituting the only source of 
revenue possessed by the board, the members 
supplying the deficits out of their own 
pockets. The meagreness of the appropria- 
tions made for the board at the late 
session is pointed out with the impossibility 
oftbe board doing its work in a proper way 
on such a basis. 

Cases arising under the Practice Act witna 
decision on such laws rendered by tle Su- 
preme Court of the United States in the pres- 
ent year are discussed together with the sug- 
gested advisability of the board taking steps 
uniform with neighboring States to require of 
medical colteges a higher standard of educa- 
tion, longercourses of study, improved fa- 
cilities, etc. The report concindes with a 
notice of the recent death of Dr. 
G. M. Cox of Springfield, Mo., who was a 
member of the board at the time of his deatn.

EFFECT OF THE ELEVATOR CONSOLIDATION 
ON THE ST. LOUIS MILLING INDUSTRY. 


Gov. Stanard Considering the Erection of a 
Mili With a Capacity of 5,000 Barrels of 
Floura Day—Others Ready to Move in 
the Same Direction— Views Expressed. 


HATEVER may result 
from the consolida- 
tion of the elevators, 
the people of St. Louis 
may rely upon being 
prepared for it by the 
Post-DisPaTcH. As 
this paper first an- 
nounced that such a 
consolidation was 
being perfected, so it 
has exclusively fol - 
lowed up every move 
that has been made. 
Now another chapter 
ig to be given, this time on the effect the con- 
solidation will have on the milling business of 
the city. 

In some general remarks on Change yes- 
terday Gov. E. O. Stanard attracted consid- 
erable attention by saying that if the consoll- 
dation was finally perfected he would erecta 
new flour mill with a capacity of 6,000 barrels 


a day. An increase lu milling is ex- 
pected to follow the new order of car- 
rying on the grain business, but 


nothing so sudden as this was anticipated 
and this morning when the remark was re- 
peated itcaused somewhat general remaak 
amoung boto millers and grain men, the for- 
mer indorsing the opinion expressed by Gov. 
Stanard and saying they had no doubt that the 
capacity of a number of the mills would 
be greatly increased. This morning a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter sought 
GOV. STANARD’S EXPLANATION, 

finding him among a circle of millers on 
Change. 

„My remark, de said, has been brought 
down to the essence of it. What I did say was 
in the expression of an opinion as to what the 
effect of the elevator consolidation would be 
on the milling business generally. I stated 
that with St. Louis’ advantages in receiving 
the very best grades of wheat, and in being 


better located as a distributing point than any 
other milling center, her milling e 
should be not only doubled but trebled. In- 
stead of that it has not increased in the least 
in recent years, ee it should be greater 
than that ot Minneapolis. Then I said that if 
the elevators consolidated and carried out 
their plans and the market was relieved of the 
speculation that nas ruined Chicago as a mill- 
ing point and which has been felt to some 
extent here, I thought several men interested 
in milling here would venture into 5,000- barre! 
capacity milling enterprises. 1 also said I was 
so certain of what we could do if the wheat 
market was regulated by supply and demand 
instead of speculation that 
I WOULD MYSELF CONSIDER 

seriously a pian to erect anew mill of a ca- 
pacity of 5, barrels a day. All that we 
wanted, I said, was a supply and demand reg- 
ulator, and until we have that we cannot re- 
vive the milling industry. The elevator plans 
wili do a great deal toward this, and I expect 
to see our hopes realized.’’ 

‘*‘Where would you erect your new mill, 
Governor?’’ was asked. 

„On a railroad track some place. I will 
have track facilities at my present mill within 
a year, but I do not say that would 
erect a new mill there. However, that 
jis an after consideration. If we have 
to come to what I have stated these 
matters of location will regulate them 
selves, We have so many advantages in being 
inthe line of the best wheat, and in having 
admirable facilities for distributing our 
product to the trade, that there is no doubt as 
to what would follow. That is one place 
where Ii is weak as a milling point. she 
does not get the fioe milling wheat received 
here, and could never be a milling point, 
even if speculation was done away with.’’ 

E CONTRAST OF CAPACITIES 

as between St. Louis and Minneapolis shows 
more conclusively what Gov. Stanard thinks 
the effect of the elevator consolidatien will ve 
than anything else. In making up the St. 
Louis capacity, however, it is necessary to 
include some country mills operated by St.

Coal Reads Affected.

A RACE CONFLICT. 


Treuble Over the Reported Lynching of a 
Negro at Macen, Ga. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DiIsPaTcu. 

MACON, Ga., July 11.—For several hours last 
night this city wasin expectation of a bloody 
race conflict. Willie Smith (colored), 18 years 
of age, was found by two white men resting 
in the house of one Ida Smith, a white woman. 
They picked him up bodily and threw him out 
of the window, where he fell unconscious. 
He was then beaten terribly. A report spread 


among the negroes that the whites had taken 

“+ Smith off to lynch him. This aroused them to 
afury and a white man was seized by the 
black mob ana dragged towards the swamp 
with cries of ‘‘Lynch him.’’ Mayor Price, at 
the head of a squad of men, went in one di- 
rection, while Chief Kenan, at the head ofa 
smaller force, went in another to suppress the 
troubie. Mayor Brice’s squad arrested thirty 
of the negroes as they were returning from the 
swamp. The police formed in a hollow 
square around them and marched them to 
jail, The whites were under the impression 
that the negroes had lynched the white man 
while the negroes believed that Will Smith 
had been lynched by the whites. The Mayor’s 
Skill in handling the crowds kept them apart 
until it was discovered that neither party had 
been lynched, when the mob quietly dis- 
persed.

NO MONEY AND NO FRIENDS. 


The Sad Note Left by Peter Houser Before 
He Took His Life. 


would like to live if I had money, was 
the last message left by Peter Houser as he 
hung himself in his room at 2206 Morgan 
street this morning and slowly strangled to 
death. The suspended body was found at 
about To clock this morning and now lies at the 


Morgue to be buried at the city’s expense. 
The case is a sad one. A note written in Ger- 
man and explanatory of the cause of seit- 
destruction was left behind. Freely translated 
it reads: 

FRIENDS AND ACQUAINTANCES—If I have any 
—I am going to die. ain years and 6 
months on this earth and came from Baden, 
Germany. Ihave no money, no friends, no 
work and am sick. Six times havel gone to 
the—— Hospital, but 3 would not have 
me. They pretend to be Christians, but the 
are no good. If there is a heaven I think 
shall go there. God forgive me tor this act. 
I hope the City of St. Louis will give me a 
decent burial. Good-bye. 

That was all, and yet it told a pitiful tale. 
Houser was a German upholsterer, 77 years 
ofage, and had lived near the place of his 
death for almost 0 years. He was an indus- 
trious workman, but his enfeebled condition 
at last preciuded all possibility of severe la- 
bor, and he was soon dependent upon charity. 
He had no relatives in St. Louis, and seemed 
to carry on no correspondence with 
his friends across the sea. Once he went to 
the poor-house, but his sensitive nature 
revolted at the surroundings and in two duys 
he returned to his old quarters at Mrs. Ann 
Artz’s boarding- house, 2206 Morgan street. 
This kind hearted lady pitied the old man in 
his distress and gave him a rear room on the 
third floor, furnishing hiin with food and 
lodging without recompense. Daily he grew 
weaker and wenker, yet insisted that it was 
for lack of medical treatment that he was ill. 
Several weeks ago he told his bencfactress, 
Mrs. Artz, that he could no longer endure 
the mental and physical torture, and 
hinted at suicide. The woman did 
all in her power to dissuade him from his pur- 
pose and he finally consented to abandon his 
resolution. A few days ago he went to @# 
butcher shop and obtained a heavy meat hook. 
This he carried to his room and, securing u 
hammer from Mrs. Artz, drove the hook into 
the casement over hisdoor. When questioned 
asto his purpose in so doing he said he 
wanted a place to yee: | his clothing. His in- 
tentions are now evident. After a sleepless 
night of pain he rose from his bed, dressed 
himself as for a festival, fastened 
a rope to the hook, and, mount- 
ing a chair, placed the noose 
around his neck. A convulsive movement 
kicked the support from beneath his feet, and 
as the rising sun crept into the recesses of his 
bumble abode the weary traveler started on 
his long 822 in search of rest. Coroner 
Frank held an inquest at II o’clock and a ver- 
dict of death by hanging with suidcidal intent 
was returned. The city will bury the remains.

IT IS MILWAUKEE'S LOSS. 


THE G. A. k. ENCAMPMENT IN AUGUST 
WILL BE SLIMLY ATTENDED. 


Failure of All Negotiations With the Rail- 
roads for a Cent-Per-Mile Rate—fwo 
Milwaukee Roads Responsible for the 
High Rate Charged—Action of St. Louis 
Posts in the Matter. 


HE people of Milwau- 
kee, who a year ago at 
Columbus, O., worked 
so hard to take the 
Grand Army of the Re- 
public encampment of 
1889 to their city, are 
not so proud of their 
2 7 success DOW, as they 
were when the battle was won. The encamp- 
ment, which begins August 27, will not amount 
to much in comparison with the other annual 
conventions of the order, though it may be 
that very important legislation will be adopt- 
ed. There will be no crowds of veterans, no 
crowding of hotels, no great parade, no camps 
or any of the features which have been prin- 
cipal in previous encampments. 

The reason for this lies in the refusal of the 
railroads to make a rate low enough to satisfy 
the Grand Army. When the encampment was 
held in St. Louis In 1887 the railroads gave 
rates from one fare for the round trip down to 
halt a cent a mile. The business was in con- 
sequence enormous, and the 

CROWDS ATTRACTED TO Sr. LOUIS 
extraordinary. Last year a rate was made to 
Columbus of 1 cent per mile, but a 
$5 rate was given from St. Louis to 
Columbus, which amounted to a little over 
one-half a cent a mile. This year the rail- 
roads have refused to make anywhere near 
the concessions they have been accustomed to 
and hence the falling away of Milwaukee’s 
hoves. 

When the matter of the location ofthis year’s 
gathering was being considered at Columbus, 
the Milwaukee people said that the railroads 
would give as cheap transportatian to Mu- 
waukee as had been given to Columbus and 


St. Louis. This was satisfactory to a majority 
of delegates in the encampment and they 
voted for Milwaukee. 

Last@anuary the task was undertaken of 
securing from the various traffic associations 
concessions in the matter of rates. The best 
that could be done then was oneand one-third 
fare. This was far from satisfactory and the 
Grand Army howled indignantly when it 
heard of the railroads’ niggzardly concession. 
The Milwaukee people howled too,and another 
attack was made upon the association. 

THE CENTRAL TRAFFIC ASSOCIATION 
was induced to reduce the rate to one fare 
and the other associations followed. This 
satisfied no one, the cry being A conta milie 
or no encampment.’’ 

Up to this time the hotels of Milwaukee bad 
been astride of high horses also. In the last 
week of May the Executive Council of the 
G. A. R. metin Milwaukee to make arrange- 
ments forthe encampment. Up to that time 
the hotels had refused to make contracts 
for rooms for delegates and applicants were 
told that the hotels would ail be full at that 
time ot people returning from the watering 
places. The hotel men said they did not 
need the G. A. R. business at that season and 
would not make rates or contracts. The Ex- 
cutive Council considered seriously the re- 
moval of the encampment to another city but 
the hotel men came to terms and it was then 
thought the railroads would do better than 
they had done, 

There was to bea meeting of the Central 
Traftic Association at 89 July 2, and the 
Milwaukee men thought that if the Com- 
mander-in-Chief of G As B.. m. 
Warner, would write to the members of the 
association that something might be done to 
further reduce the encampment rate. Mr. 
Warner did write, anda was iesued for a 
meeting of department commanders at Chi- 
mone > — 2 to a — influence. with the 

entr affic Association. 

The influence amounted to nothing. The 
association metand decided not to change 
the rate from one fare. But the department 
commanders representing Michigan, Indiana, 
Iowa, Wisconsin, Llinois, N. 
braska, Minnesota and Missouri drew up and 
published a card denoun railroads 
and urgine G. A. R. 1 
from the encampment.

As yet the department commanders have 
nét been heard from further, though the time 
set by them in which the rate concession de- 
manded would be accepted has expired, but 
manifestoes are expected. 

ADJUTANT-GENERAL RODGERS 

of the Department of Missouri said this 
morning: ‘‘The action of the railroads 
in refusing a 1 cent per mile 
rate will keep thousands away from Mlvau- 
kee. Had the rate been given St. Louis would 
send at least 1,000, while I do not think she 
wii send 300 now. The post to which I be- 
long, Blair, engaged quarters in Milwaukee 
last March, engageda band of twenty-one 
pieces, and raised fundsto defray necessary 
expenses. We would have gone as 
* post, with almost our full 
strength. Now the post will not be repre- 
sented. Men who are able to pay full fare say 
they will not zo. They make it a matter of 
principle. Lyon Post has resolved not to go 
and the same spirit prévades Ransom Post. 
Milwaukee is making no preparations for 
large numvers. They had $30,000 appropri- 
ated for camps, butno expense is being in- 
curred now. 

THIN WHOLE TROUBLE 
about rates, said Mr. Rodgers, was caused 
by the two Milwaukee roads, the St. Paul and 
the Northwestern. The largest part of the 
crowd going to the encampment would go by 
way of Chicago over those roads, and then 
they would have thousands to bring down 
from the Northwest. We understand 
that these roads insisted originally 
in establishing a one fare and a third rate and 
resisted 3 the reduction to one fare. 
When we were in Milwaukee in May we told 
the people there of this and they admitted that 
it was true. They had not been able to con- 
trol even their own roads. As Milwaukee is 
not a terminus they say the roads do not care 
anything about its interests, and they could 
get no concessions. Ido not think the en- 
campment will be moved to any other city 
now, though that would have been done if the 
hotel men had not come to time. 

LYON POST’S ACTION. 

At a meeting of Gen. Lyon Post, G. A. R., 
on Monday evening, the following was of- 
fered and passed unanimously: 

Whereas, Certain railroads leading into Milwanu- 
kee, Wis., seem to be inclined to make unfair dis- 
crimination between the Grand Army of the Kepub- 
lic and other organizations in regard to fixing 
reasonable rate of fare to the National Encampment 
at Milwaukee, Wis., therefore, be It 

Resolved, That Gen. Lyon Post, No. 2, Depart-. 
ment of Missouri, will not attend asa » and only 
its legal delegation bein attendance atthe Nationa 
Encampment, unless the raliroad fare shall not 
exceed 1 cent per mile; and that the Post fully in- 
dorse the action of the various partment Com- 
manders lately assembled at Chicago.

A WRECK ON THE RIVER. 


THE CRYSTAL CITY SUNK AT THE MOUTH 
OF THE SALINE RIVER. 


A Disaster to a Fine Vessel of the Vicks- 
burg Anchor Line—Full Particulars Not 
Yet Known—Probability That the Boat 
Struck a Snag—The Loss Not Large—The 
Cargo Saved. 


EWS was received 
this morning at 9:30 
o’clock of the sink- 
ing of the Crystal 
City.

A call was made at the wharfboat of the 
Vicksburg Anchor Line, where Secretary The- 
odore O. Ziegler was in charge. 

THE CAUSE UNKNOWN. 

„We know nothing beyond the fact that the 
boat is sunk,’’ said Mr. Ziegler, ‘‘as we have 
received no news except that contained in the 
telegram. ‘The Saline River, where the wreck 
occurred, is about seventy miles down the 
river and on the Missouri side. We know that 
the boat is lying there in 64% feet of water, and 
thatis allthat we do know. How the boat 
was sunk or when the accident occurrred, I 
cannot say, but should judge that the wreck 


must have taken place late last night er 


early this morning. The clerk has not yet ar- 
rived, and until he reaches the city we will 
not be made acquainted with the particu- 
lars. 

NO LIVES LOST. 

„Do you think that the boat will prove a 
total loss?’’ 

Jan answer that in the negative at once, 
and also say that no lives were lost. As the 
dispatch says, the boat sank in six and a halt 
feet of water. This would scarcely reach to 
her lower deck andthe damage cannot be se- 
rious. We have already sent a diver with his 
apparatus to the wreck. An exami- 
nation will be made and a 
boat will go down to-day to 
pump the vesselout. Her freight consisted 
of wheat, corn, garden produce and live 
stock, and none of this can bein any way in- 
jured, as there is nothing stowed in the hold, 
and the lower deck is above water. Two boats 
are at the Saline River now, the City of Vicks- 
burg and the City of New Orleans. They will 
take off the freight and passengers and bring 
them tothis city. We will then pump her out 
and tow her to this city. She will probabiy 
arrive within three or four days, and will soon 
be on the line again.
